Before taking up the report for the year, it 
seems fitting we should memorialize the personality of Mr. 
Louis F, Monteagle, whose presence has gone from us, but 
whose inspiration is still with us. 


One of the most notable factors connected with 
the growth and scientific advanceient of St. Luke"s Hospital 
has been the satisfaction Mr. iimtea-zle took in the knowledge 
Of it~ His interest and enthusiasin we have tried to trans- 
late into our work, 


So we at St. Luke's iniss his oresence, we iiss 
the fine uplift of his strong, capable, inspiring personality. 
His going leaves for all of us an empty place. 


These are the sentiments and feelings of all of us. 


TRENDS IN HOSPITAL 

HCONOMICS The steady uptrend in hospital costs 
during the years 1936-1939 appears to 
have reached its peak in 1940. Respon- 

Sible for this uptrend were advances in technic, nur sing 

requirements, labor deuands and nurse training: costs. 


New and improved methods, equipment 
and service have done much to relieve disease and suffering. 
Diagnostic procedures have advanced remarkably in rane and 
utility. Most advances have been accompanied by increases in 
cost. New drugs, such as sulfanilamide, have brought within 
the reach of everyone, certain and sure cure of numbers of con- 
ditions, some of which have required enormously exvensive sera 
or treatment not available in most cases because of expense, 


Nursing procedure sand technical 
methods have become .aore complicated and exacting. There is 
a constantly increasing demand for more and better nursing. 
General duty nursing expense during the past four years has 
advanced from approximately #96,000,.00 to about 380,000.00. 
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Nurse training, since passage of the long overdue 
Nurse Training Amendment, has caused cousiderable conrusion 
in wany hospitals, and the elimination of several nurse train- 
ing courses. Our own Training ochool problems are well on the 
way to solution. Students are payin? approximately «7,000.00 
a year of our Training °chool costs. We are gradually eliminat- 
ing study courses wuich can be, and should be taken in Junior 
College, prior to admission, Preliminary students admitted 
this year have better than Junior College rating, and the rating 
for tne entire School is approxiimtely that of Junior College 
training. Our third year students, beginning this year, will 
have no class room instruction. This will enable them to devote 
the entire year to clinical experience at the bedside. Although 
tuition does not cover the entire cost of training, as now 
arranged, one full year of bedsiae duty will do much to relieve 
the demand for general duty nurses. Hach general auty nurse 
costs about »120.00 a month, 


With military training a certainty, and war a probabil- 
ity, we are faced with a very definite problem in the nursing 
field, namely, supply of general duty nurses. This problem can 
be solved very readily by training nursing aides, who will be 
available to fill the ranks vacated by trained nurses required 
for service in cencral and caap hospitals. This matter has 
been taken up with our Training school and preparation for the 
expected scarcity of registered nurses has been undertaken. 
Hospitals should do everythins possible to release graduates for 
war duty, and at the same time avoid the emergency shortage in 
registered nurses of World War I, which lead to the establish- 
ment of numbers of inferior Schools, lowered standards, aiia tlk 
twenty-eight month training course, that we have just eliminated. 
The registered nurse - "trained-aide" system should be used more 
widely, even in these times. Our experience in this war may 
lead to the development of a hospital nursing; system which will 
result in a considerable reduction in zeneral duty nursing 
expense, and tatients’ bills. 


Labor costs have rewained stationary following the 
marked rise in 1937. A denand for increased pay for institution- 
al workers a year ago, has been successfully postponed, 


AS a result of the uptrend in the foregoing factors of 
present-day hospital service, patients' bills increased from 
~8.05 per day, to ~10.16 per day from 1936 to 1939, followed by 
a decrease in 1939-40 to ,10.01. Patients’ bills have been 
reduced approximately fifteen cents per day, and hospital expense 
has been reduced six cents per patient day. 


Increase in the avera;se cost of hospital service is 
inevitable, as a result of the logical demand for new and inm- 
proved methods in the treatiaent of disease and injury. iffic- 
iency and economy in the adisinis tration of hospitals have become 
more general and essential. 
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Practical means of paying hospital bills for necessarily 
expensive and life-saving procedures have been devised by hospit-~ 
als themselves, through group or hospital service insurance, This 
insurance is within the means of all but the unemployed or indi- 
gent = the latter for whom St. Luke’s is responsible are very 
well protected by splendid endowments and special funds for the | 
care of the worthy sick. Group or hospital service insurance | 
furnishes facilities for even the well-to-do, which will meet 

the high cost of hospitalization or the occasional hospital bill | 
which would otherwise be beyond the iaeans of most of us. 


SUMMARY OF Figures under almost every heading are | 
HOSPITAL OPERATION higher than those of last year; notably: | 


Patients Treated increased from 5191 to 

0954; Daily Average from 149.7 to 155.3; 
Patient Days from 54,642 to 56,080. Collections were approxi- 
mately $18,000.00 higher than last year. Free treatment and 
Discounts a little over ~6,000.00 more than last year. Labora- 
tory and X-ray each showed a gain in work done; A-ray approximate- 
iy 1500 examinations, and Laboratory 5000 procedures. 


lhe number of operations for the year was 
lower by over 200. The Patient Vay Cost dropped fifteen cents. 
Lhe Cost of subsistence was seven cents less than last year. 


STarr Professional Staff Service to endowuent 
patients amounted in dollars and cents 
to a little over ~48,000.00, 


Several contributions were inade to medical 
literature by our Staff members. 


HOUSE STaFF ve have had a very well trained and 
efficient House Staff, consisting of 
seven Kesidents and four Interns. Each 
year the young men of the House Staff 

show increasing evidence of superior training. The work they 

do for patients, and visiting physicians is of a high order, In 
these days of complicated procedure, their work is inuch appreci- 
ated by the Staff, the hospital and its patients. 


TRAINING SCHOOL Miss Harrison's report, kage 16, is well 
worth careful reading. Nursing Home 
facilities have been re-arranged ana im- 
proved. The notable increase in scholas- 
tic standing and training is gratifying. 


OUT PATIENT DEPARTVENT This department continues to afford 
much needed care to increasing 
numbers in this area. The Hye Clinic 
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deserves particular mention, The recent establishment of the 
Childrens' Clinic, on the second floor, will facilitate thie 
work of this Clinic, as well as in the Clinic in general. 


SERVICE DEPARTIUENT The power plant, laundry, storeroom, 

Shép and wells are in excellent condition 

and operating efficiently. The supply of 

well water has continued'at a high leve] 
for a inuch longer time this year than usual. As a safety factor, 
it seered wise to chlorinate our water supply. The chlorination 
equipment is working satisfactorily from the wechanical stand- 
point, The bacteria count has been greatly reduced, as observed 
by our own Laboratory and the Department of Health, which has co- 
operated with us in obtaining what we now consider a well pro- 
tected water supply. | | 


Numerous improvenents in our plumbing 
and water lines have been wade, with the idea of eliminating 
cross-connections, siphonags, and daager of accidental contaumin- 
ation. 


W@ are laying in a reserve supply of 
Plumbing, engine room, and shop fittings and supplies, against 
the time when local dealers will be unable to supply us pro iptly 
aS a result of the unusual rearmeiment demands,

A number of changes have occurred in the past year. The 
positions of Director and Assistant Director were filled on 
January 1, 1940, The turnover in the general staff has been 
very high, and replace.»ents have been naae With the best 
material available. Because of the higher requirements of 
the new Nurse Practice Act it has been difficult to fill 
positions in the Head Nurse and Supervisory group; we are 
therefore making an effort to aqevelop these from our own 
staff. To do this the salaries of the better general duty 


nurses have been raised, in order that they may take in-service 
trainin Ee 


some of the things which are being done in order that better 
nurses may be attraced to institutional work are: (1) annual 
physical examinations, (2) a staff education program (35) pro- 
vision of rest-rooms for use during off duty hours, (4) raising 
Of salaries on the basis of merit. Records of data concerning 
all staff nurses, including letters of recoime ndation, previous 
experience, and prosress on the job, are being kept, 


Studies of the subsidiary workers have shown us several thirnss, 
Namely, that duties havine no educational value were being 
berrormed by nurses and that more of these workers ini;ht be 
employed. To this end, we have listed duties which might be 
performed by these workers, have investigated applicants 
thoroughly, and have added two extra attendants to the starf, 
both of whom have had Special training, We feel that we have 

a sufficient number for the present. 
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Although the number of paid employes exceeds that of previous 
years, studies of the number of hours per patient show that 
we are still lower than we should be, according to figures of 
the Amexican Nurses Association. The loss of seventeen stud- 
ent nurses has ade imperative the employment of general duty 
nurses. Another thing to be considered is that a large number 
or the employes are relatively new, and are consequently less 
efficient. A more stabie staff would imxke for better effic- 
jency and greater happiness amcng the staff, 


Capping Exercises for the School of Nursing were held on 
February 13, when 32 students vere accepted into the School, 
Graduating Exercises took place on June rirst, with the usual 
ceremonies. An unusual feeture was the conferring of two 
~l125.00 scholarships, siven anonymously. we are grateful to 
the conor for the opportunity this affords the students who 
have proven themselves wortny of further education, 


In an efvort to raise the standsrds of the Nursing School, 

the teaching of Psycholozy has been eliminated, and we are 

now requiring that students take the course prior to entrance, 
We hcepe that next yeer we Wili be uble to make a similar re- 
quirement regardine Bacteriolory end Normal Nutrition, These 
courses, due to inadequate teaching taciiities, cannot be 
taught well under the preseuv circumstances, Eliiaination 

Will enable the students to spend aore time in learning actual 
hursing, andwill lighten the teaching load considerably. 


lhe class-rooms have been rearranged and new teaching materials 
are being purchased, Yor the first tiwe we are going to use 
butcher specimens in connection with Anatomy and Physiology. 
Addition of five beds to the Nursing arts Laboratory will 
facilitate teachings that Subject, and new charts and models 

are being added. One new course has been added = Social 
Problems in Nursing Service - wiich will be taught by the 
4SSistant Lirector of Nurses, , 


In order that students will be able tO spend aore tiie on the 
wards when they are best equipped to do actual nursing, class- 
es for the Preliminary Period have been increased; this will 
lighten the burden in the last year when their time will be 


free of classes, and they can be of iamore value to the hospital, 


Because of the low daily average number of patients in our 
Pediatric Depertment (8.5 per day; an affiliation for this 
service is both necessary and desirable. It has been arranged 
beginning June 1241, when six weeks will be spent in Highland

reliable reference books. The Awerican Journal of Nursing 

is being boind for the years 1924-1939, and this is a 4reat 
improvement over the old imethod of handling these books. 


& new catalogue was edited in February 1940, and over 200 
copies have been sent out to date, 


4n interesting progran for the selection of students was 
inaugurated this Spring. Students were siven psycholo,ic 
tests to determine native ability, interest, reading ability, 
emotional snd social adjustinent, knowlede of arithmetic, and 
nursing aptitude. This has been done in an effort to decrease 
the number of students who fail to complete the course. We 
are very pleased with the results and have selected 57 promis-~ 
ing girls for the Fall class. All but three of these have had 
Some college, and 23 have had two years or over. 


The present administration is of the opinion that a cooperative 
form of sovernment has much value in the education of young 
women, «A Student-Faculty Cooperative Government is being 
Sponsored, and an attemt is being wade to bring out qualities 
of leadership and to develop a feeline of responsibility for 
the welfare of the School of Nursing. Students are encourag- 
ed to bring problems to meetings, where open discussion often 
brings about a better understanding and cooperation between 

the Faculty and student body. 


Out of the above has cone a well-planned and directed recreat~ 
ional program. Besides the usual agances, teas have been given 
every Sunday afternoon under the direction of the various 
Classes, An inter-class tennis tournament is being played, 
Tickets for the Syiphony Concerts were siven to us by two 
members of the Board of Yirectors, and they are very popular. 
4 new recreation room is being fixed up under the direction of 
a student committee, With money ,iven us by the Women's Board 
Six cots were bought and put on the roof of the Nurses’ Hone, 
Nurses enjoy taking Sun=baths, and we are grateful for the 
Opportunity to do this, 


4 student health prozram has been worked out and uew students 
are required to have laboratory work as well as itaunization 
doe before entrance to the ®chool. The Mantoux test for 
tuberculosis will be dom a few days after entrance. 


Through the generosity of vr. Hodgkin, and some former patients 
in the hospital, additims have been :mde to the Chapel. lew 
hymnals with music and new linens for the Altar, as well as a 
new ereen frontal, have been ziven, 
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As the National League of Nursing Education is working on cue ir 
accredit ing pro3ram in an effort to have all schools of nursing 
accredited by them, we should be looking forward to the tiie 
when we must ask for such accreditation, Thus, there are many 
things that we must do in order that the School my be brought 
up to the standards acceptable to the League. 


It is recommended that Medical and Surgical Nursing should be 
integrated with related courses and with each other, and we 
would like to work out a good teaching program along those lines, 
This would necessitate meetings of medical and surgical, as well 
as nursing faculties, and will probably take more than a year to 
work out, but it should be better teaching and eliminate much 
duplication, 


Another thing which is badly needed is an extra person in the 
Nurses* Home. Girls who are paying a high tuition should not be 
asked to clean their own rooms, One additional person, prefer- 
ably a House Mother, who caild answer the door and the telephone, 
see that rooms are kept in 300d order, do the ordering, etc., 
would release two mids there nov for cleaning. This person 
could also act as Librarian during the dayti:ze, he should be 

a fairly young person, and a nurse. 


As we are making an effort to improve other things pertaining to 
the education of the students, we feel that we should try to 
improve the educational qualifications of the faculty, head 
nurses, and supervisors, These groups are being urged to attend 
Classes at the University Extension, and their hours are being 
arranged to «ive them freedom to do so, 


At some future time we should like to see another full-time 
supervisor on the staff. This person would be called a Teaching 
Supervisor, and her duties would include assisting head nurses 
in organizing and administering their wards, teachi-s, and super- 
Vising ward proceuures, conducting ward conferences, etc. 


New furniture is needed in the Nurses’ Howe, both in the living 
rooms and in the students’ bedrooms. Ihe Home is very crowded, 
and single rooms are bein; used as double ones in mauy instances. 


May we thank the Board for the kind cooperation which they have 
given us in all instances? It is most gratifying to know that 
we can count on the Board for encouragement and assistance at 
all times,

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LABORATORY REPORT 


Year sanding June 30, 1940 


Yuring the fiscal year the laboratory has per- 
formed 34,845 different tests ~- more than have ever been 
performed in the history of the hospital. This number 
represents a 17% increase over last vear. Of this 
increase wWassermann tests have constituted over 50%. 
Lhis is due both to our low fee for the test and to 
the new state law requiring pre-natal and pre-marital 
blood examinations for laboratory evidence of syphilis. 
uxcluding the Wassermann increase, general laboratory 
work has increased 8% above 1939. 


In addition to seven technicians, the Laboratory 
now nas one student technician here for. @ neriod of five 
months. Beginning in October 1940, we will have one 
student in the department for a years training. In six 
months anather will be added, so that at any one tiie 
there will be two in the departient. 


We regret the Loss of iss ware garet ilingbeil 
who left November 1939, after four years service, to 
assume domestic duties. 


There have been no major improvements or addit- 
ions. winor repairs and additions continue.

@;961 visits were made by State and County Relief 
Clients, authorized for medical service by the Central 
Medical Bureau and the Public Welfare Jepartment. For 
these, at 65¢ a visit, °t. Luke's received (L,644.65; the 
cost to us at regular selling prices being 41,853.80, 

15 patients from Sharp Park Project received 452 days 
hospitalization on a part-pay basis; the State Relief? 
Adninistration payine $2,220.03, and the balance of 
#977452, charged to General “ndownent, el children had 
Tonsillectomies for which the State Relie? 4dininistration 
paid »~15.00 each, 


1,911 home calls were made by the Clinic Visiting 
Nurse. This service was discontinued february 15, 1940, 
On careful study, it was found that there was duplication 
with existing Public Health Nursing service in the district, 
and thet many Galls received no answers. where nursing 
service is required in the home, the Visiting Nurses’ 
“association is used. To date, we have had good cooperation 
from them, both in the care of the patient and the report- 
ing for our records.

The most important problem of the year in the HKecord 
Vepartiment was a change in handling Nurses Notes, due to 
the fact that filing space is becoming extremely Limited, 
and the bulk of the Records must be eliininated as far as 
possible. 


In the future, Nurses Notes will reiiain in the Records 
for only three months after tne patient has lert the Hospital, 
after wnich they will be removed, filed in the basement by 
date of discharge (for two years), and eventually destroyed, 
AS all important happenings a>dpear either on the graphic 
chart or in the Doctor's notes, t..is proceuure does not lessen 
the value of the Record, but complies with a State law and 
protects the Hospital medico-legally. In case of iminors, 
the wurses Notes will not be destroyed until two years after 
the minor becomes of aze, 1.¢., Sl years. 


The records of all "Come and Go" cases will be retained, 


filed separately, in the A+ray vault, instead of being kept 
one year, which was the previous arrangement. 
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Medical Records were consulted for research work in 
four different series, 


The first group of Records was used by a represent- 
ative of the U.S. Department of Public Health, fora series 
of Pneumococcus Pneumonia cases for collective statistics. 
About 100 records were abstracted, 


The second group of Records to be consulted was for 
Ur, Ait, Edgerton for follow-up work on 100 cases of 
Retinitis of the New Born, 


The third grap was used by Dr. Cooley in collective 
Statistics for the purpose of writing a paper on Appendect- 
omy for acute appendicitis during pregnancy. Our contribut- 
jon to this series was 25 cases, 


The fourth group of Récords was used by Yr & DL, 
Delprat, for a paper on 100 cases of Congenital Pyloric 
Stenosis in which he had performed a Fredet-Ramastedt 
pyloroplasty. Approximately 40 Records were abstracted at 
St. Luke's Hospital, the remainder from Children’s Hospital. 


The paper being prepared by Yr. Delprat on Appendicitis, 
upon which so much work was done during the previous year, 


is still unfinished (due to Dr. Velprat's illness). It will 
be completed in the near future.
